Mr. Miller said that

“Footscray -has the high- 
est proportion — 6800 — 
of aged people living west 
of the Yarra yet it’ does 
not employ a _ welfare 
officer for general pur- 
poses, much Jess one-for 
the needs of the elderly. 

“Tt does not have one 
hospital for the aged nor 
one hostel for.the aged. 

“The situation is the 
same With day care hospi- 
tals and nursing home 
beds — again nil.” 

Mr. Seelaf said it would 
be difficult to find 30 beds 
in the western suburbs for 
the needs of the aged. 

He said the. general 
situation was equally bad 
in Williamstown, Altona, 
Sunshine, Werribee, Mel- 
ton and Keilor. 

‘“*However,a small 
municipality like 
Williamstown can operate 
a day-care hospital and 
that council and Altona, 
Sunshine ‘and Keilor can 
afford social welfare 
officers,” : 

Mr. Seelaf said that 
most of the wealthy sub- 
urbs east of the Yarra had 
facilities for the aged. 

“This means if an elder- 
ly resident. from the west 
needs huring he or she has 
to go.to the other side of 
Meibourne. 

“tt places these people 
in a completely new envi- 
ronment which they 
should not have to endure. 

“ft also places a strain 
on their relatives. It is one 
thing to pop into a hospi- 
tal in Geelong ., Foot- 
seray,-yet “it~. ‘ 
work to visit at Box*Hill 
or Ringwood. 

Mr, - Seelaf said the 
meeting was aimed at for- 
mulating ways of improv- 
ing -conditions for the 


aged.

Sporish was charged 
with unlawful and in- 
decent assault; assaulting 
a female; assaulting Mar- 
tin Morris, of~ Pickett 
Street, Footscray, with, a 
bottle; offensive behavior 
‘in a train and being drunk 
and disorderly at Foot- 
scray railway station, 

He pleaded guilty to the 
drunk and’ disorderly, 
charge, but gave confused 
lanswers to the other 
charges, and Mr. Miller 
entered not guilty pleas. 

A Romond Street, Al- 
tona, woman gave _evi- 
dence She boarded a 
Footscray-bound train at 
Flinders Street about 10.30 
p.m. on August 24. 

Martin Morris was seat- 
ed next to her.’ ‘ 
Sporish, who was-drunk, 
boarded the train at Spen- 
cer Street and sat opposite 
‘them, she said. 

He leaned forward 
and put his hand on her 
' leg, above her dress, she 
said, 

She pushed him away 
and he repeated the act. 
She pushed him away 
again and after trying to 
speak to her, Mr. Morris’ 
told him to mind his own 
business and they moved 
to another compartment,

Constable R. D. Parsons, 
of Footscray, gave evi- 
dence he arrested Sporish 
at Footscray railway sta- 
tion about 11.15 p.m. on! 
August 24; charged him 
with being drunk and dis- 
orderly and locked him up. 

He _ interviewed him 
about 5.30 a.m. the. next 
day regarding the allega- 
tions of assault and offen- 
sive behavior. _ 

Sporish, admitted
